McVeytown isonc 
of Brothcr Wampler's mission points. 
They are making an effort to bny a U. B. 
church in the town, and we trust they will 
succecd. Therc are some self-sacrificing 
members there, who arc ready to do their 
part. The church is neat, cosy and ex- 
ceedingly cheap. Yet it will be an effort 
for the little band of members therc to 
pay for it. Here is an opportunity for 
some of our churches to manifest some 
substantial interest in the organization 
there. 

At Altoona, I found a growing little 
church, full of zeal and enthusiasm. 
Though they have no church house, they 
have a very cosy little room for worship 
and the prospect for their church is very 
bright. They have a Ladies' Aid Society, 
which has done good work, and they are 
now "almost persuaded," to adopt the S. 
S. C. E. constitutiou, and be tributary to 
the National organization. It will be de- 
finilely decided at their fïrst meeting. If 
Mission points like Ridgely, Md., and in- 
fant churches like Altoona, Pa-, are will- 
ing to give a portion of their carnings to 
help the cause at large, what a standing 
rebuke it should be to those churches long 
estabtished, but too narrow hearted and 
selfish to give to Christ's cause beyond 
the narrow limits of their own organiza- 
tion. No wonder the limits remain nar- 
row ! How can God bless the selfish 
church with prosperity ? Wherc such 
churches do survive and even grow in 
numbers, it must be only because God is 
willing "to sa ve Sodom for the sake of the 
ten righteous souls there," for I ara glad 
to say that in every church I have visited 
I have found some noble large-hearted 
brethren and sisters. 

From Altoona I went to Fredericksburg 
and there found a wide-awake church, of 
nearly forty members, with a church house 
all paid for. Brothcr Smith, their pastor, 
was just moving inlo the town, and the 
brethren and sisters met him with very 
substantial grectings. It must bé very 


cheering to Sister Smith when she Jooks at 
five little children to be fed, and then 
looks into that pantry and sees the where- 
withal. How can she help but say "Dear 
Lord, bless the hearts of the givers." On 
Tuesday evening we talked "Christian 
Endeavor," and succeeded in organizing 
a society of twenty-threc members, to 
which others, not present that night will 
be added. Brother Smith assisted in the 
work, and will give it his encouragment, 
and there is little fear of failure, where 
the pastors give their help and influence. 
Of course there will be some discourage- 
ment ; they come in every work, but we 
must not yield to them. We must press 
on bravely, faithfnlly, carnestly, trusting 
in the strong right ami of him who leadeth 
on to victory, and victory and success 
will come. 

To-night I hope to be ablc to organizc 
here. My next point will be Pittsburg 
and from there I expect to go into Ohio, 
visiting as many churches as possible in 
that state.

JESÏÏS OH THE OBOSS.

The pupil should study the record of 
the crucifixion in Matt. 27 : 27-54 ; Luke 
23 : 26-47 ; John 19 : 16-30. By way of 
review go over the last scenes of sunering 
in the life of Jesús — agony in Gethsemane ; 
the betrayal and arrest ; the mock trial ; 
Peter's denial ; befo re Pila te, charged with 
sedition ; sent to Herod and niocked by 
him ; condemned and scourged, and 
inocked by the soldiers ; led away to be 
crucificd,

i. The drink was offered to Jesos ïn 
kindness. The loving, tendcr-hearted 
women offered this last act of kindness lo 
mitigate his sufferings, and his refusat 
meant no disrespect to them. Christ ap- 
preciated such acts of loving devotion to 
him. But he would drink to the bitter 
the cup which his Fa the r gave him. Nor 
would he cloud his mind, ilim the clear- 
ness of hiscommunion with the I•'atherby 
anything that would dull his senses and 
thus impair his full consciousncss. 

2. What sin is that which requi res the 
crucifixion of the son of God, and what 
wondrous, divinc lo ve must that be which 
goes to such a depth as the cross to save 
souls ( This also shows the worth of 
In 1 n nu 1 souls, for would Jesús pay such a 
price to redeem them if they wcre not of 
priccless value to him ? 

3. On the day of Jesús' crucifixion 
there were thrce crosses set up, and each 
onc has its own lesson for us. Behold the 
three crosses : On the centre cross hangs 
the Savior, dying for the sins of the world, 
and wonderful werc the scenes of those 
awful hours. On one of the other crosses, 
wc have dying penitence, and Jesús, in ; 
the throes and agonies of death, snatches 
a soul from the jaws of heli, and makes 
him happy in the joys of Paradise. On 
the other cross we sec dying i ni penitence. 
Both were equally near to Jesús, one was: 

, taken, the other left, One saved, the 
other lost. 

4. The cross of Jesús is the highest ex- 
pression of God's infinite love to man. 
There can be no stronger motivc to draw 
men to the Fathcr than the tros* with all 
that it means to God and man. Christ 
himself said, "And I, if I be lifted up will 
draw all men unto me." The chief ele-
